Des Mons, Ia., March 6.—[Special. |--The 
Town of Adel, twenty-five miles west of this 
city, was the scene of a bank robbery early 
this morning, the bolduess of which is un- 
paralleled in the criminal annals of the State. 

As the result of the robbery one of the rob- 
bers, who but recently was released from 
serving a two-years’ sentence in the Minnesota 
Penitentiary at Stillwater, Minn., lies dead in 
the court-house at Adel, his associate, un- 

-{njured, is a prisoner in the county jail, while 
*the.cashier of the Adel State Bank is laid up 
with a serious wound in his shoulder and four 
other citizens and a sehoolboy are laid up at 
their homes, more or less injured. 
The Dead. 
’ WILKINS, ORLANDO, one of the robbers, shot 
three times and killed instantly. 
The Wounded. 
Bann. C. D., merchant, shot in the neck while 
in the bank. 
Barr, E. L., Postmaster, shot while at his door, 
not seriously. 
Byers, J. M., a merchant, shot on the street, not 
seriously. 
Decker, Ceci, schoolboy, hit by shot, uncon- 
_ geious for an hour, will recover. 
Leacu, S. M., cashier of the bank, shot in the 
left shoulder. 
Simpoxe, J. L., shot in the street, not badly hurt. 
At 8:45 o’clock this morning, when the 
bank opened for business as usual, two 
* strangers entered and approaching Cashier 
. M. Leach said they desired to make a de- 
posit, Mr. Leach turned, facing them at the 
window, for the purpose of taking the cash. 

As he approached the paying teller’s desk 
one of the men. the ex-convict, Wilkins, 
raised a repeating rifle. which up to this time 
he had carried concealed teneath his over- 
coat, and leveling it at the head of Mr. Leach 
told him they had come in to get money in- 
stead of depositing it and his life depended 
upon his immediate compliance with his de- 
mand, ' 

Meantinje Crawford had approached the 
cashier, halding- open the mouth of a canvas 
sack. Picking upa tray full of silver. Mr. 
Leach dumped it into the sack. Wilkins 
comm him to go into the vault and 
bring out more money. " 

‘Beach bad turned about to enter the vault 
~ ‘when C Baily, a prominent merchant of 
the town, stepped in at the front door and 
wass startled witness to the unexpected scene. 
ig Haily Enters and Its Shot. 
‘Immediately upon Mr. Baily’s appearance 
Wilkins wheeled and turned hig rifle upon 
bim and, before’ the latter could escape or 
make any remonstrance whatever, fired. The 
shot took effect in the lower part of the right 
jaw, tearing its way through the flesh and 
eutting a deep wound beneath the chin. 

At this Wilkins turned and fire! at Cashier 

Leach. The latter, seeing the impendmg 
dangef, dodged, and instead of receiving the 

_ eharge in his face, as had been intended, was 
severely wounded in the left shoulder. 

The sound of the shooting attracted the at- 
tention of a number of people passing, among 

tem Cole F. Noel, Justice of the Peace, who, 
without suspecting the nature of the trouble, 
opened the door and stepped inside of the 
bank. Again Wilkins turned and fired, but 
the official, apprehending fatal results, per- 
formed a number of acrobatic feats which 
landed him unharmed sprawling on the pave- 
ment outside. 
At this interesting juncture Sheriff Payne 
of Dallas County, who was passing, suspected 
the nature of the éxcitement and drawing his

Immediately he emerged from the barn a 
dozen rifles cracked, and leaping high into 
air he fell dead not over twenty feet away. 
At this time the crowd of farmers who had 
joined in the pursuit believing the robbers_ 
had killed two, if not three men at the bank, 
became loud in their demand that Crawford, 
the living robber, be suspended from the 
nearest tree, and Shériff Payne, realizing that 
they only needed a leader to carry their threut 
into execution. placed Crawford in hia buggy 
and urged his team to its swiftest speed and 
drove to Adel. . 

He was assured of this broteetion and im- 
mediately he was landed in jail Sheriff Payne 
called a dozen or more conservative citizens 
to his assistance and requested them to lend 
him all the assistance in their power, To 
this they readily assented, and fully armed 
they were placed in the building with in- 
structions to repel any assault that might be 
made. * 

Wilkins Is Struck Four Times, 

Meantime the body of the dead robber was 
brought into the town and taken to the grand 
jury room in the court-house, where hundreds 
viewed it. 

It was evident that all that was needed for 
an onslaught upon the jail was the presence 
of a leader. This was forcibly impressed 
upon Sheriff Payne, who, knowing that delay 
might prove disastrous, hastily sent for the 
Mayor and other prominent citizens, who 
went into the crowd and, addressing the peo- 
ple, implored them to show forbearance and 
not to resort to any violence. | 


The Sheriff assured the crowd he would not | 


attempt to remove Crawford from the jail, 
but would keep him safe and hold him for a 
speedy trial. The Mayor made a similar ad- 
dress and asked the people to disperse quietly 
to their homes, 

These speeches had the effect to conciliate 
the people and a half hour afterward hun- 
dreds of determined farmers who had come 
to Adel with the express intention of partici- 
pating in the hanging hitched up their teams 
and left for home. 

The amount of money taken was only 8273, 
every dollar of which was recovered from the 
sack in the wrecked buggy four miles south 
of town. Had it not been for the timely ap- 
pearance of Mr. Bailey, Sheriff Payne, and 
others, and the cool nerve of Cashier Leach, 
the robbers would have secured $11,000 in 
gold and $30,000 in currency from the open 


Crawford Tells of His Crime. 


The following is the confession made by C. 
W. Crawford, the surviving robber. It was 
made in the presence of county officials and 
was entirely voluntary: 

“My name is C. W. Crawford, I live in 
Crawford Township, in Patterson, Madison 
County, Ia. I knew Orlando Wilkins. He 
was my cousin. Last Monday week he came 
to Patterson with his gun and looked like he 
was out hunting. He wanted to talk to me. 
He wanted me to go with him. I asked what 
for, and he said he would tell me later. 

»Imet him last Sunday near Bevington. 
He had a team and I was horseback. Sunday 
night we went toward Indianola, and staid all 
night ata farmer’s house near there. Next 
morning we went into Indianola. He wanted 
to go into a bank at Indianola that mornihg, 
but I would not. We went to Summerset. 

Tuesday morning we started for Norwalk 
where I left my horse with Mrs. Cash Sma. 
and got into the buggy with Wilkins. We 
left there about 10 o'clock. After we had 
passed he said we might have got about 
$5,000 there, T have a small bank there.

We got into town about 9 a. m. and drove 
to the northwest corner of the square and 
hitched the team. We drove around and as 
we passed the bank he said: ‘That is our 
bank.’ [said nothing. 

He had his gun in his hand; it was a 
single barrel shotgun and shot six loads. It 
was fully loaded. He varried it down at his 
side, in his hand. Wesstarted for the bank, 
about half a block south. He told me to go 
in and tell the cashier he wanted to deposit 
some money. I went in the door first. Wil- 
kins was right behind me. 

„I stepped to the cashier’s window aud told 


eashier was in the back part of the room, do- 
ing something. He said ‘all right,’ and came 
up to the window. I was carrying a sack and 
Wilkins said, Fill that sack.’ Wilkins had 
his gun up to the window. 


When Wilkins Began to Shoot. 


„The cashier looked at it. Wilkins imme- 
diately fired at the cashier. The cashier fell 
and the blood began to run. 

“ By that time à few had gathered around 
and bullets began to fly. We ran to our team 
as fast as possible, and then I threw the sack 
in the Buggy, and we started west on a run. 
I was driving. : 

Me drove four or five miles very fast with 
men on horseback in close pursuit. When 
they came near enough they fired on us, Wil- 
kins was hit in the head and they shot one 
Horse. As we were turning a corner the buggy 
broke down and threw us both out. I started 
after the team. 

J ran on after the team, and, not catch- 
ing them, I went as far as the river, where I 
lay down. The pursuers were hunting 
around. Two men, not armed, came near 


Iam.’ They ordered me to throw up my 
hands and I did so. They tied my hands with 
a hitching rein and took me with them, 

Wylie Crawford, uncle of the young man in 
jail, arrived from Patterson with several 
friends this evening. They give the young 
man a good name. His mother is Mrs. 
Louisa Collins. Deadwood, S. D. His father 
is dead. After a short conversation tha boy’s 
uncle made a move to go and the boy asked: 
% May I see you in the morning? 

“IT guess not. Maybe never again,“ un- 
swered the uncle. 


Wilkins Has 2 Record. 


The dead robber, Wilkins, has a mother, 
sister, and two brothers in Livingston, Mont. 
The men are prominent and wealthy stock 


rustlers gent to the penitentiary from Mon- 
tana to Stillwater, Minn., penitentiary. He 
was originally from Madison County, Ia., but 
for the last four or ‘five years had wandered 
through Montana and the Northwest, leading 
a life of vagabondage and crime. 

Two years ago he robbed a Jew of $700 in 
drafts in St. Paul, and following the a 4 
ance of an advertisement in the St. Paul 
newspaper offering a reward of $25 for the 
return of the draft he presented himself be- 
fore the victimized Israelite and producing 
the draft modestly asked for the reward. 

Instead of receiving the money he was ar- 
rested for robbery, convieted, and sent to 
Stillwater for two years.

It all happened because somebody spilled a 
bottle of ink on the floor of the Burroughs 
School. Principal Samuel A. Harrison 
thought Albert Rolston did it. Albert said 
he didn’t. In the subsequent discussion of 
the matter Principal Harrison gave Albert 
two black eyes. So Albert told his father, who 
is an excitable and an exceedingly husky per- 
son. Mr. Rolston went to the school. .He 
squared the black eye account by giving the 
principal a beautiful pair. He also inflicted 
other damage on the teacher’s person and upset 
a good deal of furniture. It wassuch a warm 


and I suppose I may have done it rather 
sharply, and made him clean it from the floor, 
in which operation I assisted him. He took 
my reproof to heart and cried for some time, 
When school adjourned for the noon recess he 
went to his home, 

„% About 1 o’clock Mr. Rolston, accompa. 
nied by andther man, whom he called Mike, 
but whom I did not know, cathe to my office 
in the school building and asked for me. Mr. 
Rolston at once demanded Why I had as- 
saulted his son. I attempted to deny the 
charge and to make explanation, but before I 
could make myself heard I was struck in the 
face and knocked down.

which I have been placed, as I do not believe 
in that sort of thing.”

who started an investigation. One little girl 
sitting near the ink and Albert Rolston told 
wher asked that the ex-constable’s son was 
the cause of the i:.k-étained floor. The boy 
denied it, but, when school was dismissed at 
neon, young Rolston was kept. 

The boy said, as soon as the scholars were 
out of the room the principal approached him 
and ordered him to clean up the floor. The 
boy refused to do so because he did not drop 
the ink. Then, he says, that Principal Har- 
rison locked the door, and, seizing him by the 
collar of the coat, struck him in the face with 
his clenched hand, repeating it several times. 
The boy also declared before Justice Becker 
that Principal Harrison struck him on the 
‘body and on the back, between the shoulders, 
Releasing him the boy went to his home, where 
he reported the occurrence to his father. 
Both of his eyes were then discolored and 
were turning black, while his face bore sev- 
eral red marks, His body, it is said, was red 
in spots. 


Boy's Father on the Warpath. 


The father’s investigation into the causes of 
the boy’s appearance caused him to grow de- 
cidedly angry, and he at once repaired to the 
school, distant several biocks from the Rols- 
ton residence. The walk only seemed to heat 
his blood, and when he entered the office of 
Principal Harrison he was boiling over with 
rage that he made no effort to suppress. Ac- 
cording to stories he got down at once to bus- 
iness, for. satisfying himself that he was ad. 
dressing Principal Harrison, who was alone 
in the office, he stated as quickly as possible 
his name and what he had come for, and 
then, it is alleged, sailed into the 
principal. The battle was brief and 
bloody. The noise of overturning coal scut. 
tles and benches brought several teachers to 
the scone. They saw that their principal was 
in danger of being seriously injured and one 
hurried to a neighboring drug store, asked 
that the proprietor call up the Brighton Po- 
lice Station, and send a patrol wagon to arrest 
some person who was killing the principal.“ 
The wagon, manned by several burly officers, 
hurried to the scene. In the meantime Rols- 
ton and Principal Harrison were having a 
stiff fight. It is said to have ended by Rois-

AGED PIOKPOOKET BADLY SOARED. 


Inspector Shea Holds a Mock Court at the 
Central Station. 

Inspector Shea adopted a novel way in dis- 
charging last night a prisoner who, he knew, 
would not be held in court. The prisoner 
was Albert Vollant, more than UO gears of 
age, anda clever pickpocket. Detective Me- 
Carthy saw him  ~yesterday trying to 
pick a woman's pocket on State 
street and arrested him. When _ roll-call 
was over last evening the Inspector decided 
to have a mock court and frighten the prison- 
er, if nothing more, Detective Kelly. who 
has a dignified appearance, was made Judge, 
and the other officers acted as witnesses, while 
the Inspector himself prosecuted the case. 

The proceedings took place in the Lieuten- 
ant’s office. Vollant was at first much 
frightened, but affected indignation when he 
heard the evidence, and denied he had ever been 
inside a church or robbed a collection box. 
Dective Harry McCaffrey said Voilant once 
taught a class of small boys how to steal. The 
aged prisoner began to tremble and turn pale 
when this evidence was given, but madea 
strong denial of everything. 

„Now what have you to say? said the 
court, addressing the question to the prisoner. 

He was almost too frightened to say any- 
thing, but managed to say he had never stolen 
one dollar during his whole life. ä 

„Well, I am satisfied with the evidence, 
interrupted the court. and will sentence the 
prisoner to a term of one year in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Vollant began to cry and beg for pardon. 
He promised to leave town if he were re- 
leased, and the court dismissed’ the case. 
when the old-time pickpocket walked out 
happy, with the solemn promise that he would 
leave the city. 


MURDER FOR LIFE INSURANCE 


Toronto Man Arrested for Wife Murder 
St. Thomas Men Indicted, 

Toronto, Ont., March 6.—[Special.}— 
Early Saturday morning the house and work. 
shop of Arthur A. Dicks, upholsterer. No. 226 
Si. Helen’« avenue, was destroyed by fire and 
his wife perished in the flames. Dicks and 
his four children escaped. The Coroner’s in- 
quest developed the fact that during January 
and February Mrs. Dick’s life had been 
insured in various amounts aggregating 
$19,000, of which the Covenant Mutual of 
Galesburg, III., had a $5,000 policy. It was 
also shown that Dicks and bis wife had ap- 
plied to the Equitable Life and other com- 
panies for an additional $15,000 on her life, 
but the applications were refused. The police 
today discovered evidence that the Dicks 
building had been fired, and arrested Dicks 
tonight on the charge of murdering his wife.

A true bill was found by the grand jury today 
against William David Welter and John’ D. 
Hendershott for willfully murdering the -lat- 
ter’s nephew, William Henry Hendershott, 
Dec. 14 last. The accused pleaded not guilty. 
It is claimed by the Crowp that the crime is 
the result of a conspiracy entered into by the 
prisoners to murder W. H. Hendershott 
to obtain his life insurance money. Hender- 
shott had no income, yet was insured 
for $11,000, the premiums for which were 
paid by his uncle.

COMMITTEE FAVORS THE PULLMAN BILL. 


Seuate Railroad Body Will So Report Alt- 
‘geld’ Measure Todar. 

SpriInGrrIeLD, III., March 6.—[Specia!.]— 
The Senate Committee on Railroads held the 
first meeting oft the session today to discuss 
the bill introduced yesterday by Senator 
Harry Higbee reducing the charges of sleep- 
ing car companies in conformity with the 
recommendation of the Governor's message. 
The bill was amended soas to make the charge 
for the occupancy of upper and lower berths 
uniform at $1 a night. with a slight addition 
for service over 400 niiles. It was then or- 
dered out of the committem with favorable 
recommendation. Tomorrow morning it 
will be reported to the Senate and one 
day next week it will be advanced to third 
reading. Gov. Altgeld has received assur- 
ances that the bill will come to a vote on the 
floor of the Senate for an expression of opin- 
ion. The better opinion seems to be the bill 
will go sailing through the Senate and find 
lodgment in some committee of the House, 
It is going to be a hot one forany committee 
to hold. Gov. Altgeld is not the only backer 
it has, but the general disposition among the 
Senators seems tofavor its passage. There 
are rumors, well defined, of resolutions of in- 
vestigation looking toward the conduct of, 
affairs of the Pullman company during the 
strike and its method of doing business, to- 
gether with an inquiry as to its property 
which is subject to taxation and the low valu- 
ation placed thereon. : 

The Senate Com mittee on Education named 
Senators Mussett, Fitzpatrick, Hunter, John- 
son, and Campbell of Hamilton as a subcom- 
mittee to visit the Chicago Coliege of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, and report whether 
$100,000 is an excessive price to pay for it 
in view of annexation to the State University. 
The Senate Committee on License recom- 
mended for passage Senator Bartling’s bill to 
prevent the coloring of substitutes for butter 
so as to resemble butter. 

The work of counting the ballots in the con- 
tested e_ection case of Wilson and McKinlay 
was begun this afternoon by the special sub- 
committee consisting of Senators Anthony, 
Aspin wall.

House Committee on Appropriations 
met with Gov. Altgeld and Secretary Miner 
of the State Board of Charities this afternoon 
and took under consideration the appropria- 
tions asked by the various State institutions. 
The Governor's suggestion to incorporate the 
appropriations in omnibus biils, one for each 
class of State institutions, met the approval 
of the committee. Another conference to 
consider the appropriations for penal institu- 
tions will be held next Wednesday. 

The House Committee on Judiciary today 
reported favorably Mr. Busse’s bill to pre- 
vent the wrongful taking of news dispatches 
from telegraph or telephone wires. Like 
action has been taken by the Senate Judiciary 
committee and the bill will be passed by both 
Houses without opposition. 

The House Committee on Elections consid- 
ered Mr. Weston’s equal suffrage bill. A 
large delegation of r women from 
Chicago, who came to lobby, filled the com- 
mittee-room, and half a dozen of them ad- 
dressed the committee. They promised, if 
this bill became a law, the women of Chicago 
wou'd 2 the defeat of Mayor Hop- 
kins.

Sprincrigip, III., March 6.—Gov. Altgeld 
senta message to.the House and Senate today 
which created a considerable sensation in 
legislative circles, The message was brought 
in by the Governor’s private secretary, Col. 
Dose, immediately after the reading of the 
Journal, It was not read in either branch of 
the Legislature, but the substance of its con- 
tents soon got abroad among the members 
and, owing to the vigorous language used and 
the subject matter of which it treated, it 
caused po end of gossip.

Waiving the flag with one 
hand and — the public with the other 
is a form of patriotism that is getting to be en- 
tirely too common and is doing infinite harm to 
our country. 

Under the Constitution new legislation does 
not take effect until July 1 unless it contains an 
emergency clause, and, as the next assessment of 
property for purposes of taxation will be made 

fore that time, I respectfully urge immediate 
emergency legislation which will wipe out all 
legislation under which this glaring injustice 
and wrong can be perpetrated.

BRIBERY IN THE AIR. 


MONEY SAID TO HAVE BEEN USED 
AMONG INDIANA LAWMAKERS, 


Assertion by Clerk Agnew That a Ham- 
mond Lawyer Offered Him $5,000 to 
Lose the Roby BilleChecks for $100,- 
000 Saidte Have Been Distributed in 
the Seuate - Gov. Matthews Receives a 
Remorkable Letter from an Anony- 
mous Correspondent. 


Inpianapouis, Ind., March 6.—[sSpecial.]}— 
During these closing days of the Legislature 
more charges of bribery have been made than 
can be recalled at any former session of the 
Indiana General Assembly. The theft of the 
Roby bill this week has increased the feeling 
that there is something rotten in the Senate, 
and this was borne out today by a number of 
sweeping charges, which, should only a part 
prove true, would stir up the biggest 
legislative scandal Indiana hus ever afforded. 
it is openly declared that a certain 
banker in Indianapolis made the 
assertion that $100,000 in checks 
had gone to the Senate today. All the pro- 
posed legislation against the railruvads, includ- 
ing the anti-pass, two-cent fare, and Pullman, 
and similar measures, which were urged early 
in the session, have been stifled, and it is said 
the railroad lobby has poured out money like 
water. There is also talk of the use of money 
in the fee and salary and the building loan 
bills. There was also harsh criticism of cer- 
tain Senators over their course on the Nichol- 
son bill and the street car paving bill. 

At the investigation last night of the Roby 
bill theft Clerk Agnew declared that A. F. 
Knott, an attorney ut Hammond, had offered 
him $5,000 to lose the bill. Other witnesses 
said it was understood Knott was the attorney 
for Roby. As a climax to the promiscuous 
bribery charges Gov. Matthews today. re- 
ceived a comménication on the Roby ques- 
tion charging that $2,500 had been sent to 
him. The letter was as follows: 

Consider the contents of this letter. It is of 
vital importance to you. You have gone far 
enough to make your reputation. We now ask 
that you let us alone or Roby will be ia exist- 
ence long after you have gone. I pledge the ut- 
most respect for you as Governor of Indiana and 
the peopie of Indiana. The time will come when 
you will need usin your political career. I am 
in possession of the facts that a relative of yours 
took a check from the Roby association for 
$2,500, indorsed. it, and drew the money, which 
he positively,avers you accepted with the under- 
standing that you let the matter rest. The 
check is in existence and will be given 
to the press for publication in the 
near future if you do not ceasé to torment the 
persons interested. It is just possible this 
money never reached you, but, all the same, it 
was paid. The parties in interest will be only 
too giad to give you full particulars when you 
show a disposition to live and let live.

GERMANY EXPECTED TO ISSUE THE CALL 


The Monetary Conference Is Likely to Be 
, Asked by the Kaiser. 
Wasuineton. D. C., Marth 6.—The Sena- 
tors and Representatives chosen by Congress 
on the proposed International Monetary Com- 
mission have so far very indefinite ideas as to 
what is expected of them, but there is little 
doubt that if some European nation takes the 
initiative the President will put into effect the 
law provided for the representation of the 
United States. Itis also believed that Ger- 
many will issue the call and that the confer- 
ence will be held during the coming summer 
or fall. It is understood the advocates of 
free coinage on the American commission 
will demand that the ratio shall be fixed at 16 
to 1 and that they will not swerve from this. 
The law in the present case is not materially 
different from that under which the Brussels 
conference was appointed in 1892, except in 
the number of delegates and in pro- 
viding the motions in their se- 
lection. The Brussels commission 
upon the part of the United States num bered 
y were all appointed by the 
In 1892 an appropriation of 
was made to pay the expenses of the 
ission, while $100,000 is now’ provid- 
ed. The personnel of the commission ‘so far 
as formed is striking. The men selected 
have been in public life for many years, and 
all have distinguished themselves sufficiently 
to make a national reputation. Mr. Culber- 
son entered the Forty-fourth Congress, Mr. 
Hitt the Forty-seventh, and Mr. Crisp 
Fiftieth, Me. Hitt has also served as Assist- 
ant Secretary of State and was for seven 
years first Secretary of the Legation and 
Chargé d' Affaires of the American Legation 
in Paris. Senator Teller entered the Senate 
in 1877, Senator Jones in 1885, and Senator 
Daniel in 1887. Senator Teller has made a 
specialty of the study of financial and econom- 
ic questions. Senator Daniel is a man of 
learning and is recognized as one of the lead 
ing lawyers and orators of tne Senate. All 
the members of the commission are lawyers 
except Hitt, and all except Teller and Hitt 
served on the Confederate side during the 
War of the Rebellion. All are 50 years 
and over as regards age. 


ARGUMENTS IN INCOME TAX CASES, 


Distinguished Counsel to Appear Before 
the Federal Supreme Court, ? 

WasuinerTon, D. C., March 6.—The prelim- 

inary arrangements in the argument in the 


income tax cases was made in the Supreme 


Court of the United States in the presence of 
such an array of distinguished’ counsel as is 
seldom seen on the court. There are three of 
the cases—viz: J. G. Moore vs. The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue; Charles Pollock 
vs. The Farmer’s Loan and Trust company, 
and Lewis H. Hyde vs. The Continental Trust 
company. The proceedings were opened to- 
day upon the coming in on the court with a 
request from the ‘Attorney-General that the 
government be allowed to be heard in the 
argument, and that the three cases be consoli- 
dated. Both requests were granted dy the court. 
It was finally arranged that five hours should 
be given to each side, with the statement by 
Chief Justice Fuller that further time would 
be given if found necessary. He also re- 
marked the court would not expect to hear 
more than three attorneyson each side. In the 
Moore case ex-Senator George F. Edmunds 
and Samuel Shellabarger and J. M. Wilson 
appear for Moore and the Attorney-General, 
Assistant Attorney-General Whitney, and the 
Soiicitor-General for the government. Pol-

TO ARBITRATE VENEZUELA DISPUTE. 


Bayard to Ask Great Britain to submit to 
j Arbitration. 

Wasuineaton, D. C., March 6.—Secretary 
Gresham is about to instruct Ambassabor 
Bayard to urge upon Great Britain an adjust- 
ment of the long-pending trouble between 
Venezuela and British Guiana, and to suggest 
arbitration on the question. This action is in 
pursuance to a recent resolution of Congress. 
The result of Mr. Bayard’s appeal is being 
watched with great interest owing to reports 
from Venezuela that the trouble has reached 
a critical stage, and that both sides are maas- 
ing troops in the disputed territory lying be- 
tween them. Mr. Bayard is well-equipped 
for this negotiation, as he was Secretary of 
State in 1887 when the United States first 
made an offer to Great Britain to act as ar- 
bitrator. 


NOTED MINING CASE BEING ARGUED. 


Legal Contest of the Last Chance and 
Tyler Mining Companies. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 6.—The Su- 
preme Court of the United States was engaged 
in listening to arguments in the case of the 
Last Chance Miumg company vs. The Tyler 
Mining company, which comes to the 
court on a writ of certiorari from 
the Court of Appeals for the ninth 
circuit. Both mines are located in Idaho, 
and the suit involves beside the question of 
priority of location those of the effect of 
broken end lines and the more important 
point as to whether the owners of a mining 
claim have the right to follow their ledges 
outside the surface lines of their property ex- 
tended vertically. 


WARSHIPS TO GO INTO COMMISSION. 


Good Opportunity Offered to Increase the 
Bering 8, Patrol. 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., March 6.— The increase 
of the enlisted force of the navy by 1,000 
men allowed by Congress will, it is estimated 
at the department, afford the means to put in 
commission five ships which have been lying 
idie at the navy yards. They are the Boston, 
the armored cruiser Maine, the double-tur- 
reted monitor Amphitrite, the Lancaster, a 
man-of-war of honorable record, and the 
Marion. The addition of the Boston and the 
Marion to the Pacific station will greatiy aid 
the Navy Department in its efforts to provide 
a suitable fleet early next summer for serv- 
ice in the Bering Sea patrol. 


RECORDER TAYLOR WINS HIS LIBEL SUIT

Wasuinetonr, D. C., March 6.—The libel 
case of C. H. J. Taylor, colored, Recorder of 
Deeds for the District, against W. Calvin 
Chase, editor of a local negro organ, was 
closed today with a verdict of guilty. The 
defense filed a motion for appeal and intends 
to carry the case to the District Court of Ap- 
peals, The trial has attracted considerable 
interest here, owing to the sensational testi- 
mony introduced by the defense. 


‘NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


International Exhibition of Agricultural 
Machinery to Be Held in Vienna, 

WasnincrTon, D. C., March 5.—Secretary Mor- 
ton has been advised through the Department of 
State of an international exhibition of agricult- 
ural machinery to be held in Vienna May 4, 5, 6, 
and 7. 1895. The lists for applicants for space 
from America will remain open until April 15, 
1895, and all exhibits must be in place the 30th 
of the same month. Exhibiters whose machines 
need power must supply their own motors, which 
will be regarded as part of the exhibit. 


Torpedo Boat Bid.

HARMONY IS IN SIGHT 


WESTERN PASSENGER RATE SITUA- 
TION SHOWS IMPROVEMENT, 


Missouri Pacific, Which Has Been One of 
the Obstacles to Marmony, Gets Into 
LinewAdjustment of the $7.25 Rate 
Difficulty Will Settle All Troubles 
Three Territoriai Subcommittees to Be 
Established=Eastern Freight: Matters 
to Be Considered. 


Quite an improvement is discernible in the 
Western passenger rate situation. The Mis- 
souri Pacific, which has stood out for the last 
two months, is at last in harmony with the 
other leading roads, and the omly other line in 
Eastern committee territory which has not 
yet signed the agreement is expected to join 
as soon as the trouble regartiing the 87.25 
rate made by the Alton from East St. Louis 
to Kansas City—25 cents less than the rate by 
other roads—has been adjusted. The matter 
will be considered in a day or two by 
Vice-President Chappell of the Alton and 
General Manager Hayes af the Wabash, 
and ic is believed they will come to an agree- 
ment. Should they fail, however, to reach a 
conclusion the matter will probably be sub- 
mitted to President Marvin Hughitt of the 
Chicago and Northwestern and one or two 
other disinterested Western railroad Presi- 
dents for arbitration. The general meet. 
mg of Western passenger traffis offi- 
cials yesterday adopted the recommendation 
of the special Committee on Formation of 
Subcommittees br Territorial Associations— 
name y: To establish three suborganizations, 
the Eastern committee to cover all territory 
between Chicago and the Western boundary 
lines of Kansas and Nebraska; the western 
committee to cover the territory between the 
western boundaries of Kansas and Nebraska 
and Salt Lake City, and the transcontinental 
to cover all transcontinental business between 
Chicago and the Pacific ceast. Subsequently 
a Southwestern committee to cover business 
between St. Louis and Texas points is to be 
established, 

The Western committee cannot be organ- 
ized until the Rio Grande Western changes its 
present attitude, and the Southwestern com- 
mittee will have to wait until the cotton belt 
and other Southwestern lines withdraw 
their opposition to the new agreement. Noth- 
ing stands in the way, however, of the imme- 
diate formation of the Eastern committee 
and the Transcontinental committee, the 
headquarters of both of which are to be in 
Chicago. These two committees will cover 
the most important traffic,and with these in 
working condition it matters not how long 
the other committees remain inactive. 

The Eastern committee, which covers all 
traffic in the territory between Chicago and 
the western boundaries of Kansas and 
Nebraska, is now in process of formation. A 
special committee, of which General Passer- 
ger Agent Townsend of the ssouri Pacific 
isa member, is now at work preparing an 
agreement and rules to govern the Eastern 
committee. 10 trans continental agree- 
ment was adopted some time ago and all that 
remains to be done is to make it effective. 
The Southern Pacific has it in its power to 
compel the enforcement of this agreement by 
refusing to accept tickets sold at cut rates, 
and the withdrawal of the cut rate from Los 
Angeles and Southern California points by the 
Santa Fé indicates that assurance has been 
given by the Southern Pacific to prevent the 
cutting of rates by its connections. 


CONSIDER EASTERN FREIGHT MATTERS, 


Important Problem to Be Solved by the 
Gieneral Freight Committee, 

Commissioner Blanchard of the Central 
Traffic Association issued a call yesterday for 
the regular bi-monthly meeting of the Gener- 
al Freight committee at the committee rooms 
of the association in the Monadnock Building 
commencing Tuesday next. Among the more 
important subjects. to come up for considera- 
tion are the following: Points to which pro-

TO CONTINUE CAR SERVICE BUREAU. 


General Superintendents’ Association to 
Conduct Its Affiirs. 

There is now every indication that the Chi- 
cago Car Service Association will not be dis- 
solved. Although the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul has not yet signified its intention to re- 
call its notice of withdrawal from the asso- 
ciation, yet it is believed it will ultimately de- 
cide to remain a member. A meeting of the 
General Managers’ Association was held in 
thiscity aday or two ago to consider what 
action should be taken in the matter. It was 
the general opinion that the association should 
be continued, as it has been a source of great 
profit to the railroads and enabled them to 
handle the freight more promptly by securing 
the speedy unloading of cars. The opinion 
was expressed, however, that the General 
Managers’ Association did not meet fre- 
quently enough to give the association proper 
supervision, and it was therefore agreed to 
place the Car Service Association in charge 
of and under the jurisdiction of the General 
Superintenderts’ Association. The latter or- 
ganization meets monthly, and its members 
are much better posted in car service affairs 
than the General Managers, and have more 
time to attend to the matter.

ORAWFORD’S: OIVIL SERVIOE VIEWS. 


The Senator Gives Them Voice in a Letter 
to D. M. Lord. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 6.— [Special.] 
The following is a copy ofa letter written by 
Senator Charles A. Crawford to one of his | 
constituénts defining his position on the civil 
service reform measures. Owing to the Sena- 
tor’s prominence in legislative circles, and 
the fact that the civil service bill will be sent 
to the Senate at no distant date, the letter is 
well worth reading. Here it is: 


Mr. D. M. Lord, Chicago, III. — Dear Sir: Yours 
of yesterday in relation to che civil service bill is 
at hand. am in favor of such legislation as 
will effect a reform in the civil service and have 
no doubt that the people of Chicago, especially, 
are in favor of sucha law. The so-called Civic 
Federation civil service measure provides for the 
appointment of three Civil Service Commission- 
Mayor and gives the Mayor power to 
discharge the same practically at his pleasure. 
As the duties of the Civil Service Commissioners 
would be to formulate rules and regulations 
under which the examination of applicants for 
positions would be conducted and their relatiye 
titness determined, it seems to me Commiss)oners 
holding their office entirely independent of the 
will of the Mayor would be more certain to act 
with fairness and independence, and that under 
Commissioners independent of the Mayor appli- 
cants would more sure to be appoin on 
their merits. For this reason I am decidedly op- 
posed to the appointment of Civil Service Lom- 
missioners by the Mayor. If the people can be 
trusted to elect a Mayor, whom it is proposes to 
clothe with authority to appoint the Commis- 
sioners, they can certainly be trasted to elect the 
Corhmissioners in the first instance. The people, 
even of Chicago, will generally be found right, 
if elections are honestly conducted so that the 
reai expression of the will of the majority can be 
obtained at the polls. 

The framers of the Constitation when they pro- 
vided for the passage of laws with the emergency 
clause undoubtedly had in mind an actual 
emergency and not merely that a greater or less 
number of peeple were impatient or ius hurry 
to have a certain att become a law. I do not 
think it essential for the success of the move- 
ment for civil service reform that this bill should 
pass in time for the April election. I think if 
this bill should pass, permitting the Mayor to 
appoint the Commissioners, and be adopted at 
the April election it would be found that we had 
provided for the building up of a political 
machine which would ultimately become more 
odious than the existing conditions, particularly 
if the term of office df the Mayor should be ex- 
tended to four years, 4s is proposed, the Mayor’s 
political power would be infinitely greater than 
at present. It seems to me of more importance 
that we should pass a bill, if we are to have one, 
under which the desired ends could be ac- 
complished, even though it should not take effect 
for six months or a year hence, than to rush 
through a measure which seems to me objection- 
able in its most essential features. af 

You say there is a universal demand from citi- 
zens of all parties for the immediate passage of 
this bill. This 1 deny so far as the bill in the 
shape proposed by the Civic Federation is con- 
cerned. From my observation those who have 
given the matter careful consideration, unless 
prejudiced by the pride of authorship or immedi- 
ate connection with the framing of this proposed 
legislation. agree with the views I have expressed. 

am familiar with the arguments advanced in 
favor of vesting the Mayor with the power to ap- 
point the Commissioners. They are the same as 
those urged ten years ago, at the time our elec- 
tion law was under consideration, in favor of the 
appointment of the Election Commissioners by 
the County Court. I think few fair-minded citi- 
zens of Chicago will contend that the appoint- 
ment of the Election Commissioners by the court 
has been satisfactory. ; ' 

The power of the Mayor as chief executive 
will be in no wise abridged by the election of the 
Commissioners; it will simply abridge his pow. 
er a3 a politician and secure the appointment of 
those best qualified for positions and make their 
tenure sure so long as they properly perform 
their duties. ‘ } 

We agree in the main except as to the points 
I have here discussed. These 1 deem of sufficient 
importance to warrant every effort on pay part to 
secure an amendment to the proposed bill. 

If this letter should not be exactly respovsive 
to all the suggestions in your communication to 
which itis intended as an answer it will be be- 
cause I have dictated the same reply to a large 
number of gentlemen who have written me upon 
the same subject.

FIGHT TWO ALDERMEN, 


McGillen and Brachtendorf Have Brought 
Down Much Dislike Upon Their Heads 
by Their Course in Regard te Street 
Paving in Front of Some Property in 
the Street Named=—Robert A. Bohlen, 
No. 861 North Clark Street, Tells the 
Tale of the Trouble Over the Pavements. 


The residents in North Clark street, be- 
tween North avenue and Center street, are 
after the sealps of Ald. MecGillen and Ald. 
Brachtendorf. It is all about the course of 
these Napoleons of franchise in regard to the 
street paving in front of these residents’ prop- 
erty. 

The story, as told by Robert A. Bohlen, No. 
861 North Clark street, one of the property- 
owners, and as apparently substantiated by 
documents in his possession, shows that even 
at the moment when the gigantic; franchise 
steals were being engineered, Mr. McGillen 
and Mr. Brachtendorf were not neglectful of 
such small crumbs as might be picked up in 
a street paving contract. Early last 
February the people living in North 
Clark street, between North avenue 
and Center street. received notice 
of an assessment for repaving the street with 
cedar blocks, Mr. Bohlen’s assessment was 
at the rate of $7.58 for each lineal foot. His 
neighbors had received similar notices, They 
considered the amount excessive, George 
Gilman, who owns the 100 feet south of Cen- 
ter street, had already had his paving put in 
by private contract at a much lower rate. 
Thereupon a committee went to Ald. McGil- 
len and asked him to have the assessment 
stayed until it could see what it could do in 
the way of a private contract. Mr. McGillen 
told it to go ahead, get upa petition to that 
effect, and bring him the contract. 

These things the com mittee did and made a 
contract with Olef Vider, who had put down 
Mr. Gilman's pavement, to do the paving at 
the rate of $2.85 for each lineal foot, the dif- 
ference in expense for each 100 feet being 
$473. Mr. Bohlen took a copy of this con- 
tract to Ald. McGillen and supposed he would 
see the proper steps would be taken. 

But Feb. 18, immediately after this confer- 
ence and agreement with Ald. McGillen, an 
ordinance was introduced and passed by Ald. 
Brachtendorf providing that North Clark 
street froin a point 100 feet south of Center 
street to North avenue should be paved with 
sheet asphait. A few days later the owners of 
the frontage affected received notice of an 
assessment of $12.24 for each lineal foot. 
A comparison of the three’ estimates of ex- 
pense for 100 feet will show the great differ- 
ences,

When this new assessment came to their 
knowledge things began to hum along that 
section of North Clark street. A petition was 
prepared which set forth that North Clark 
street, both north of Center street and 
south of North avenue, was paved with cedar- 
block pavement; that u strip 100 feet long 
south of Center street had just been repaved 
with cedar-block pavement, which was by 
this ordinance to remain undisturbed; that 
the pavement now down was cedar-block 
pavement; that private contracts had 
been agreed upon for cedar block 
in accordance with the terms of 
first ordinance; that sheet asphalt was 
expensive and would not stand the heavy 
traffic which passed over that partof the 
street; and that Ald. McGillen had agreed to 
have the work done by private contract. 
The petitioners, therefore, asked that 
ordinance No. 2,565, providing for 


‘paving with sheet aephalt, be repealed. 


This petition was signed by twenty-three 
property-owuers, representing within 300 
teet of the entire frontage. Armed with this 
petition Mr. Bohlen started out last Monday 
to see the Aldermen. He hunted for them all 
that day, but did not find them until twenty 
minutes before the historic session opened. 

Mr. Bohien presented his petition to Ald. 
McGilien and beganto explain, when 
statesman waved him impatiently aside, say- 
ing he would not present it, would not move 
in the matter, would do thing for them. 
Then Mr. Bohlen sought Alu. Brachtendorf, 
the father of the obnoxious sheet asphalt or- 
dinance. Even less comfort did he get from 
him. He was toid toget out, that nothing 
would be done, but the ordinance and assess- 
ment would stand. Then both Aldermen 
turned into the Council chamber, 

This is the story as Mr. Bohlen tells it. He 
did not stop there, however, but went back 
to his neighbors and told them how things 
stood. Promptly these property-owners made 
up a fighting fund and they have now retained 
the firm of Wilson, Moore & Mcllvaine to 
represent them and fight the thing to a finish. 


HE DECIDES AGAINST THE COMPANY, 


Judge Brentano Denies the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago’s Application, 

Judge Brentano yesterday denied the appli- 
cation of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago road to eujoin the city from interfering 
with the construction of additional tracks at 
Greenwood avenue and Seyenty-fifth street. 
The railroad company held that by reason of 
the fact that the charter was obtained and the 
road built across the streets in question be- 
fore the territory was a part of the City of 
Chicago, it had a right to lay additional tracks 
without any permit from the city authorities. 
Relying on this position the company pro- 
ceeded to lay tracks, but was stopped by the 
police from carrying out the work. After 
citing a number of authorities, Judge Bren- 
tano in deciding the case said: 

From a careful consideration of all the facts I 
am of the opinion that when municipal control 
extended over the ney in ques reason 
of the annexation act of 1889, the city became 
invested with power to regulate the use of these 
streets at the points indicated, and to provide 
for the location, grade, and crossing of the track 
sought to be laid, and, in doing so, the munici- 
pality could require the taking out of a permit

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INDICATIONS POINT TO REORGAN- 
IZATION OF ALLEY L.“ 


Large Bondholders Meet and Will Soon 
Present a Reorganization Scheme—As- 
sessment of at Least $12 a Share on 
the Stock Is Contemplated—Philadel- 
phia Rumors Regarding the Ogden Gas 
Company - Dall Steck Market — Gas 
Bondholders Are Nat Pleased. 


The Alley Elevated railroad company seems 
to be gravitating directly toward aa early 
foreclosure. The attitude of the bondholders 
is crystallizing on that proposition. It has 
come to be pretty generally recognized that 
the only way money can be raised for an 
Englewood extension is bya forced assess- 
ment on the stock, and an assessment on the 
stock cannot be successfully levied without 
foreclosure proceedings. There was a con- 
ference yesterday between a number of large 
holders of both the first section and second sec- 
mon bonds. The conference did not include 
the First National Bank representation, bat 
at the same time it was not inimical to the 
First National Bank interest. The bondhold- 
ers who met yesterday will probably come 
forward in a short time witha detailed pian 
of reorganization, and a committee will be 
formed to receive the consent of securityholders. 
It is agreed that about $1,000.000 will have to 
be raised, and it is proposed to ma ke the stock- 
holders raise it if they are admitted into the new 
arrangement. 

The meeting this afternoon,” said William 
B. Walker yesterday, who represented at that 
meeting both first section and second section 
bonds. is nothing more than a friendly confer- 
ence between some of the large bondholders. We 
talked over various plans and some ‘of the sug- 
gestions will be submitted to attorneys so that 
we know just what we éan do and what we can 
not do so far as the legal phase of the situation 
is concerned. A reorganization scheme may be 
announced later and a committee appointed to 
carry it through, but absolutely nothing definite 
has been done today.” 

There has been an -earnest endeavor by the 
committee appointed by the stockholders at the 
annual meeting of the Alley Elevated road to find 
some way of raising funds for builaing the Engle- 
wood extension without resorting to foreclosure 
proceedings. It is recognized by every one in in- 
terest that it will be necessary to raise the money 
for that extension if the first section bondholders 
are to be induced to fund their coupons for sev- 
eral years. All the pians which have been 
brought forward contemplate the funding of the 
coupons of both the first aud second section 
bonds until such a time as the prorerty 
can really demonstrate whether it is 
ever going to de able to pay an in- 
come Ow the outstanding securities. There 
have been strong hopes that an arrangement for 
making either a collateral ioan on the $2,000.000 
second section bonds in the company's treasury 
or a sale of those bonds could be made, so that 
the extension might be built and the earning ca- 
pacity of the property fully tested without bring- 
ing it into the gourts. It now seems improbable 
that such an afrangement will be made and the 
chances appear to be that a friendly foieciosure 
and a complete reorganization will be agreed to 
and will be pushed Along as rapidly as pössible. 
If the money to build the Englewood branch is 
raised entirely from the stockholders it will nec- 
essitate an assessment of at least $12 a share. 

Philadelphia yesterday set go the rumor 
that C. T. Yerkes. C. R. Cammings, E. C. Bane- 
dict, and Sidney Kent were behind the new Og- 
den Gas ordinance. There is nothing here to 
indicate that that statement is correct. Both Mr. 
Cummings and Mr. Kent deny their connection, 
and people who are close to Mr. Yorkes declar 
positively that he has no interest in the ordi- 
nance. Gas officials are confident that there is 
no strong financial interest behind the company 
up to the present time, and they believe that the 
1 was passed in the interest of Mr. Hop- 

ins. 

The Reorganization committee of the Dis- 
tillers’ company was to meet in New Yark yes- 
terday to consider the reorganization plan, owing 
tothe death of J. M. Hartshorn, a brother of 
Richard B. Hartshorn. of the committee. 

Strength in North Chicago Street railroad 
stock was the only feature of the market yester- 
day. The stock sald up to 262% and closed % 
point below the highest price. Gong of the trad- 
ers are confident that there is a considerable 
short interest in the stock. West Chicago was 
heavy. It opened at 1171 and sold down to 
117%, with the market extremely dull. 

Diamond Match stock is showing some heavi- 
ness. It sold down yesterday to 121. The friends 
of the stock are extremely bullish in their talk. 
They declare that the éarnings of the company so 
far this year are materially better than last 
year, which means that they are the largestin the 
history of the corporation and that there is every 
reason to believe t the net result will be mate- 
rially in excess of the dividend requirements on 
the increased capital. 

Some holders of gas bonds are not at all weil 
pleased with the outlook. They fear that the 
new gas company may really undertake to mauu- 
facture gas, and they recognize that earnest com- 
petition might cut materialiy into the profits of 
the Chicago gas companies. A director of one 
of the companies was vesterday quoted with the 
statement that the earnings for last year were 
equal to 5% per cent on the stock. and with the 
further declaration that the $3,900,000 6 per 
cent bonds which were in the treasury of the 
People’s company a year ago have not been sold. 

An irresponsible rumor to the effecc that the 
dividend on the common stock of the Chicago 
Packing and Provision company is in danger of 
reduction is denied by officials of the company. 
There is said to have been no thought of reducing 
the dividends. There was a sale of International 
Pack preferred yesterday, the first in a num- 
ber of days, at 204%, which marks an advance. 
The common sold at 8K. 

The elevated stocks were featureless, with quo- 
tations showing little change. The tone of Lake 
Street is rather firm, and of Alley Elevated heavy. 

Sterling exchange continues at a price which 
would ordinarily permit of gold shipments, but 
no engagements of gold are made. Local ex- 
change dealers think there are many signs of an 
increasing supply of bills and they are inclined 
to take a decidedly optimistic view.

Insurance Commissioner Mansfield of Con- 
necticut has completed his report for the 
year 1894. According to this report the total 
risks written during the year amounted to 
$257,774,000 for the year and the premiums 
receiyed were $2,420,000, showing a falling 
off in the amount of risks written, but an in- 
crease in the premium receipts. The losses 
in 1894 were $1,172,000, as compared with 
$1,193,644 in 1893. The loss ratio for 
1894 was 48 per cent, as compared with 52 
per cent for the previous year. The eight 
stock companies of Connecticut wrote $57,- 
930,000 of the total business done, the Con- 
necticut Mutual $33,901,000, and the fifty- 
eight United States stock companies 8109, 
929,000. The twenty-two foreign companies 
wrote $53,967,000. 

SUIT AGAINST THE HAMBURG-BREMEN. 
The Firemen’s Ciaims It Is Not Being

The Firemen’s Insurance company filed a 
bill in the Circuit Court yesterday against 
the Hamburg- Bremen in regard toa rein- 
surance contract. The complainant, says that 
in May, 1890, it agreed to reinsure the de- 
fendant to the amount of certain sums and 
for a certain’ period. The defendant ob- 
served the agreement until the summer of 
1893, during which time over fifty losses oc- 
curred in which both were interested, A large 
sum was spent in adjusting these claims. 1 
defendant, it is charged, has reinsured in 
other companies, after reinsurmg with the 
complainant, and it is asserted there isa 
large balance due the latter, which the court 
is asked to adjudicate.

The bill 
provides that Lioyds must deposit $50,000 of 
bonds or securities with the State Depart- 
ment, This would be an impossible quali- 
fication for the majority of the associations 
here and is not looked upon with much favor. 
The solution of the problem is suggested by a 
large association in a bill which will require 
State examination of all Llofds, but requires 
no capitalization.

WHEELMEN’S PAPER GOES TO BOSTON. 


National Assembly of the League Decides 
on a Pablisher—Plin for Dues, 

New York, March 6.—The adjourned meet- 
ing of the National Assembly of the League of 
American Wheelmen reconvened at 10:30 a. 
m. today in Parlor A of the Grand Union 
Hotel. President Willison of Cumberland, 
Md., occupied the chair. The principal busi- 
ness discussed was the awarding of the con- 
tract for the publication of the L. A.W. Bulle- 
tin, and many bids were put in. Last year 
the Bulletin was published and mailed free of 
charge by N. H, Van Sicklen and George K. 
Barrett of the Bearings’ Publishing company 
of Chicago. The paper was sent through the 
mails as,second-class matter, but the Post- 
office authorities at Washington decided it 
was not entitled to this privilege, as the sub- 
scriptions for it were not voluntary. 

A committee was appointed to consider 
the advisability of running a journal for the 
league, and also to pass upon the bids hand- 
ed in. The committee consisted of Messrs. 
Isaac B. Potter, New York; T. J. Keenan, 
Pittsburg; George A. Perkins, Boston; B. W. 
Dickinson, Newark, N. J., and C. F. Cossum, 
Poughkeepsie, N. 1. They recommended the 
contract be awarded to Sterling Elliott, editor 
of Good Roads, Boston. Mr. Elliott's terms 
were to supply a weekly paper, to be known 
asthe L. A. W. Bulletin, at the rate of 25 
cents per annum up to 35,000 copies, and 
5 cents each foreach additional 5,000 up to 
60,000, making the maximum price 50 cents 
per annum for each subscriber for 60,000 or 
over. 

Formerly the national treasury retained 
50 per cent of the annual dues and retunded 
the other half to the State divisions. Out of 
this 50 per cent the national treasury paid 
for the L. A.W. Bulletin. Now the yeariy dues 
will be 75 cents per capita and the members 
who are willing to subscribe for the Bulletin 
will pay 25 cents per annum, thus making it 
a voluntary subscription. The national 
treasury will refund 35 cents of the annual 
dues to the State divisions and retain 40 
cents. A vohe of thanks was passed by ac- 
clamation to Messrs. Van Sicklen and Bar- 
rett of Chicago for their generosity in pub- 
lishing the Bulletin last year free. 

Previous to an adjournment being taken 
President Willison tendered his resignation 
on the grounds he believed that under the ex- 
isting conditions the league would be in a 
worse financial condition at the end of the 
year than that in which it nowestands. A 
number of the delegates begged the President 
to withdraw his resignation, promising him at 
the same time their divisions and those from 
which they held proxies would do their utmost 
to put the league in a flourishing condition 
before the end of the year. After hearing 
these assurances Mr. Willison withdrew his 
resignation.

SORRY TRICK OF LAW 


SENDS TWO LITTLE GIRLS Tv JAIL TO 
HERD WITH ORIMINALS. 


It Makes Even the Officials Wince, and 
the Fantastic Perversion of Justice Is 
Rectified in a Hurry When the Facts 
Become Kuown - Justice Eberhardt 
the Cause of the Unfortunate Error= 
They Are Charged with Larceny and 
One of Them Is Blind, 


Owing to carelessness or the system that 
prevails in Chicago and Cook County, two 
little girls were, yesterday and Tuesday night. 
thrown in contact with vicious criminals by 
process of law. Not until late last night was 
the outrage rectified. and then only because 
indignant inquiries had been made and pub- 
licity of the facts promised. 

The two girls were Mary Kouba, 12 years 
old, and Mary Miller, 10. They had been 
held for future examination by Justice Eber- 
hardt for larceny, and on a mittimus in each 
case, issued by him, were taken to the County 
Jailin a patrol wagon from the Maxwell 
Street Station, instead of being confined in the 
annex to the Harrison Street Station, a place 
of sequestration for children and girls which 
hardened criminals are not allowed to enter. 
Late last night Justice Eberhardt sent out a 
written order, which ended in a patrol wagon 
being sent to (he County Jail for the girls and 
their removal toa place where the most hideous 
manifestations of crime do notabound. This 
was accomplished after much trouble, the 
vociferous use of the telephone, and the free 
interchange of pointed messages. 

First the officials at the County Jail gave 
vent to their indigoation. They could not 
understand why two such tots as the Kouba 
and Miller girls should be packed into a 
wagon with an unsavory lot of crime-ridden 
wretches. They had no proper place for such 
charges and they could not get rid of them 
without a court order. The police were noti- 
fied and found to be hazy as to what had 
taken place, how it had come abcut, or what 
was to be done. Inquiries poured in upon 
them in such numbers, however, that they 
ultimately came to a realizing sense of the 
outrage that had been committed and they 
in turn bestirred themselves, finally going to 
the trouble of hurriedly sending a patrol 
wagon to Justice Eberhardt’s house with a 
letter detailing the circumstances as they 
knew them. 

The Justice, who had heard of the case be- 
fore and disclaimed any intention of sending 
the girls to the County Jail, even though the 
mittimus in each case giving the girls into the 
custody of the Sheriff had been signed by 
him, could not understand why the little ones 
had not been sent to the annex. He arose to 
the emergency in the evening with the result 
given. 

Girls Found Sobbing in Jail, 

The two little girls sat alongside a bunk in 
a cell in tno County Jail yesterday afternoon 
crying as if their hearts would break when 
a reporter for Tus Trisune visited them. 
Between them they had wrongfully takena 
bar of soap, some pink ribbon, and two small 
suits of boys’ clothes. 

‘+ } wanted the clothes for my little brothers.“ 
said Mary, the elder, between her sobs. ‘* They 
could not go out in the sun to play. I wanted 
the soap to wash with. and I only wanted the 
ribbon to put in my hair. I got the things 
from in front of a store on Jefferson street, 
but the man ran after us ana took them away 
from me,” and here the sobs increased. ‘* The 
man held us by the dress, she continued, 
“and the policéman came out of a saloon and 
took us to a big high house [the Maxwell 
Street Station], and then we came down here 
in a wagon with a lot of men. And two blue 
calico aprons went up once more to two pairs 
of brown eyes. 

Both girls are bright and were rather neatly 
dressed. Both wore blue aprons exactly 
alike. Their hair was neatly braided and 
hung down their backs. 

Mary Miller, the younger of the two, has 
brown eyes with long lashes. She seemed to 
feel the more keenly of the two the disgrace. 
She is of German parentage, and speaks both 
her native tongue and English, beside being 
able to make herself understood by means of 
the deaf and dumb alphabet. This latter 
may be accounted for because her mother is 
deaf. This may in a measure account for 
— friendship for Mary Kouba, who is deaf 
also. 

One of the Girls Deaf. 


Mury explained yesterday she had been 
deaf since ehe had had brain fever two years 
ago and that she had not since been able to 
go to school. But she read readily the ques- 
tions which were written out for her by the 
reporter for Taz Tripung, and her manner of 
reply showed her to be brighter than the 
average girl of 12 years, although she has the 
dumb animal look in her eyes. 

The Miller girl lives with her famiiy— 
father, mother, and two brothers—at No, 
3909 Ashland avenue. Mary Kouba lives 
with her father, stepmother, or second 
mother as she called her yesterday. and two 
little brothers at No. 4645 Winchester 
avenue. 

It seems from the disconnected story which 
they told that the little girls were formerly 
close neighbors, Mary Kouba called Monday 
at the home of the other Mary and together 
they went to pay a visit at the home of Mary 
Kouba’s aunt, No. 700 De Koven street. On 
the way home the goods were taken from the 
front of Haylin's store. The girls were taken 
to the Maxwell Police Station and before 
Justice Max Eberhardt. Their case was heid 
over,and in Ar of either being rem anded to 
the care of matron at the Maxwell Street 
Station or else sent to thé Harrison Street 
Annex they were hustled into the patrol wagon 
and sent to the County Jail. The children 
are held under $200 bonds, and their trial 
comes up at 8 o’clock this morning at the 
Maxwell Street Station. 

What the Parents Say. 

The parents of both children were visited 
last night. The first intimation they received 
of the plight of the little girls was through 
the evening papers. 

At the Kouba home the mother was seen. 


12 is a hard working woman, who takes in 


washing. She stated that Mary got angry 
Monday morning because she was told to 
wash her face. She put a shawl over her head 
and left home and had not returned since. 
Mrs. Kouba said Mary was the victim of an 
unfortunate accident about two years ago. 
She fell on the ice, striking her head, and she 
woke up the following morning with a fever 
and had since been deaf. At that time she 
was a bright pupil in the public school, being 
in the fourth reader grade. She could not 
now get into any of the schools, 

Mary Miller’s father said his little daughter 
had always een a good girl, and feit sure she 
was innocent of any wrong-doing. 

Miss Minnie Sears of Trinity Church was 
found at the Kouba home, investigating to 
see if the children were in need. fathers 
in both families are workingmen, but have 
been out of work for several months. They 
are not in actual want.

It was believed at first the gas ordinance 
was the substantial one, and the electric ordi- 
nance the extra measure, but everything indi- 
cated yesterday the Ogden measure is still in 
the air, while the Cosmopolitan actually 
had some one back of it. But in the end it 
may prove the most effective weapon of the 
two. The gas field has been well worked, but 
the electric tight and telephone interests have 
not been seriously attacked before.

But 
an insider in the Cosmopolitan ordinance de- 
clared there would be no opposition telephone 
company in the field after a few years, even 
if the Harrison, people did try to do some. 
thing. It washis opinionits interest would 
soon be bought out by the Bell people, who 
have now such a monopoly of the business. 

The electric light people are much inter- 
ested in the Cosmopolitan. Competition in 
the electric lighting business could be estab- 
lished with much more facility than a new 
gas or telephone company could secure busi- 
ness. 

At the headquarters of the Harrison Tele- 
phone company yesterday there was a marked 
absence of the buoyancy noticeable the duy 
before. Manager Hanford sat in his office, 
gloomily smoking a cigar, when he was asked 
what the company would do as to the Cos- 
mopolitan Electric ordinance in view of the 
flaw discovered in it by Attorney Clarence A.

It appeared to rest upon faults found 
by moneyed men, who, though disclaim- 
ing any interest in the ordinance, declared 
the defects found by Attorney Knight were 
sufficient to arouse apprehensions of capital. 
While lawyers might not agree with Mr. 
Knight the existence of a doubt as to the 
scope of the ordinance would have to be re- 
moved before capital would feel safe. The 
only way this could be done, it was said, was 
by either shoving an amendment to the de- 
fective section through the Council or by 
passing a new ordinance. : 

‘Judging by what it has done thus far,“ 
said Attorney John S. Miller, I suppose the 
Council would pass an amended ordinance if 
asked to do so. Without having gone into 
the subject, I am inclined to think Mr. 
Knight’s point is sound, but I do not see that 
it can be used until companies are actually in 
operation under the franchise. If there are 
limitations to the grant and they are exceeded 
it will be in the power of the State’s-Attorney, 
the Corporation Counsel, or the Attorney- 
General to proceed against them and sue out 
an injunction.”’

EXPENSIVENESS OF BAD INSPECTORS,

tics system instead of the merit system. When 
a contractor sets to work laying a pavement 
for the city a subordinate of the Board of 
Public Works, called an inspector, is sup- 

‘posed to keep a close eye on what is being 
done in order to see that the contract is car- 
| ried out faithfully as regards quantity and 
quality of materials, etc. If his report is 
favorable the work is accepted and the con- 
tractor is paid what is due him. 

T wo years ago it was charged as the result 
of an investigation made by the city .authori- 
ties that a number of contractors whose work 
had been accepted on the strength of the 
favorable reports of inspectors had scamped 
their jobs and that it would take about 
$300,000 to put the pavements in good con- 
dition. It so happened there was in the 
hands of the city $100,000 still due on these 
contracts and it refused to pay over that 
mony. Some of the contractors agreed to 
submit their cases to arbitration, Some of 
them sued and by Judge Smith’s decision got 
the money which had been held back. 

The Judge would notallow the city to iatro- 
duce evidence which it claimed would show 
shortages and fraud on the part of the con. 
tractors. He said the work had been accept- 
ed and that ended the matter. His language 
was: 5 
The work under the contract was to be done 

“under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioner of Public Works of the city, to 
whose decision all disputed questions should be 
submitted and who should have power to accept 
or reject the work. I know of no reason why 
the same rule should not apply to this contract 
that applies to contracts between individuals. 
Where a party has accepted the work done under 
a contract as satisfactory this is conclusive un- 
less such acceptance was procured by fraud or 
imposition on the part of the plaintiff, or ac- 
capted by the respondent by mistake. 

Therefore if ignorant or corrupt inspectors 
report that the terms of a contract have been 
complied with and the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, taking it for granted the report is 
correct, accepts the job, there is no redress 
for the property-owner who has paid for the 
work even though heis cheated out of half 
his money. s 

Under the political system which has been 
in vogue here so long these inspectors in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred necessarily 
are ignorant or dishonest. They are not ap- 
pointed because of their qualifications, but 
because they are recommended to the ap- 
pointing power by Aldermen or ward poli- 
ticians. Generally the Alaermen select them 
and they pick out the men who will look after 
their political interests rather than the pecu- 
niary interests of the people. They are the 
easy prey of contractors. When one of them 
is told that he can double his wages by shut- 
ting his eyes he shuts them. 

The Commissioner of Public Works says: 


taxpayers’ are chiseled out of a third of a | 


million annually. They are cheated out of 
equal sums in many other ways. If there 
were noslum politics in the municipal service 
the taxes would go about twios as far as they 
do now. Will not the Legislature, seemg 
what small fry political inspectors cost the 
city, pass the civil service reform bill now 
before it, which will give honester and better 


men? 


WHAT DO TRE TAXPAYERS THINK! 
The West Park Board has madean estimate, 
which is presumably a correct one, of the 
cost of completing the improvement of the 
three parks and the spelt | which belong 
to the park system in accordance with the 
plans which ha ve been approved by the board. 
The total is a littie less than $1,900,000. 
One of the improvements contemplated is a 
great museum hall in Garfield Park to hold 
15.000 people and costing half a million. 

In order to raise this money some bills have 
‘been drafted to increase the taxing and bor- 
rowing power of the board. Each of them 
bas an emergency clause attached so that the 
benefits of them may be secured for this 
year’s tax levy. ’ 
One.ef these bills empowers the board to 
issue: bonds to the amount of $900,000, the 
proceeds of which are to be expended in the 
improvement of parks and boulevards, The 
board is also authorized to levy and collect 
a tax of & mill and a half on the dollar in 
addition to any taxes now authorized, to be 
used in payimg the interest and principal of 
these bonds andin maintaining and improv- 
ing the parks. 

Another bill provides for the levying ofa 
tax of two. mills on the dollar in addition to 
all other taxes now authorized by law to be 
levied and assessed for the purpose of gov- 
erning and maintaining the parks and boule- 
vards.“ , 4 

The present rate of taxation for park and 
boulevard purposes on the West Side has 
risen gradually to 5½ mills on the dollar. It 
is proposed now to raise it to 9 mills, or near- 
ly 1 percent, The question is whether the 
taxpayers of the West Town will give their 
consent to such an increase, especially in view 
of the fact that the Drainage District, to which 
they pay now 5 mills annually, is asking to be 
allowed to collect 15 mills for the next three 
years in order to raise money needed to com- 
plete a great sanitary work, The rate of tax- 
ation last year was 744 per cent. It is pro- 
posed to add 14¢ per cent to that. More will 
be added for the State tax and school tax will 
be heavier. 

The Supreme Court has decided that boule- 
vards cannot be kept in repair by a special 
assessment but by general tax. That may 
make it necessary to incgease slightly the tax- 
ing power of the board, but the taxpayers 
ought to ask themselves whether they are in 
favor of raising the rate of taxation so much 
at this time in order to get speedily improve- 
ments which are desirable but not necessary. 

If the taxpayers make no sign the Legisla- 
ture can witn propriety assume that silence 
gives assent and pasa these various bills. If 
the taxpayers come tugether, discuss the mat- 
ter, and make up their minds that the grand 
museum hallin Garfield Park can wait, and 
instruct their representatives to that ef- 
fect, tho presumption is that the Legislature 
will not tax them against their will. 

Although a good deal has been printed at one 
time and anotner about the plans of the board 
and the legislation it desires it is probable 
that a majority of the. taxpayers of the West 
Side, whether large or small ones, know very 
little about the subject farther than that it is 
proposed to finish the improvement of.the 
parks and boulevards, which is something 
they are in favor of. But if these bills pass 
they may grumble awfully a year hence when 
they get their tax bills. That grumbling will 
not help mattera, however. 

Tun Trreune has called the attention of the 
taxpayers of the West Town to this matter 
and has told them just how much more they 
may be called on to contribute for park pur- 
poses. If they are unwilling to pay this much 
more at this time they should meet by wards 
or preciacts and let their wishes be known.

After all this dying, engag- 
ing, and marrying ‘the. kaleidoscope turns 
again and shows the grim colors of divorce 
high up in the circles of the Four Hundred.

KILL THE GAMBLERS’ BILL, 

There is now on second reading in the 
House a bill whose ostensible object is to 
promote and improve the breeding and rais- 
ing of horses by promoting exhibitions of 
speed and endurance between horses. It 
provides that there may be hoe racing for 
prizes on fair grounds for ninety days, and 
that during that period it shall be lawful to 
make books and seli pools within such in- 
closure or fair ground upon the result of any 
contest or trial of speed and endurance be- 
tween horses.” ä 0 

The farmers are told that this bill is de- 
signed to prevent the races which are an at- 
tractive feature of their county fairs from be- 
ing broken up, but the men who drafted this 
bill were not thinking of farmers or of fairs. 
They were working to get protection for 
gamblers’ tracks, which have just been ban- 
ished from Indiana, During six months of 


the year, were this bill to pass, pool-selling 


would be carried on continuously at some 
place near Chicago, and pools would be sold 
not only on the races run on that track but 
those on all other tracks in the country. 

There is a bill in the Senate introduced by 
Senator Aspinwall, which was drafted by a 
man who was locking out for the farmers and 
not for the gamblers. A comparison of some 
of its provisions with those of the gamblers’ 
bill will show that this is the case. 

The Aspinwall bill says racing for prizes 
may be carried on for thirty days in the year 
on a fair ground. That is all the time which 
is needed, for county fairs never run any 
onger than that. But a month is not enough 
fora gamblers’ falr ground. They need at 
least ninety days. If the time were cut down 
to a month they would have to have six tracks 
in the vicinity of this city. 

Many farmers are in the habit of betting 
on or buying pools on the races at their coun- 
ty fairs. It is easy to see, therefore, how they 
are interested in the provision of the Aspin- 
wall bill that it shall belgwful to make 
books and buy and sell pools within such 
grounds upon any trial of speed tobe had 
between horses to be had actually upog and 
within such grounds during the meeting then 
being held. But no books shall be sold upon 
any contest to take place outside of the 
grounds.“ 

This cuts off the selling of foreign pools, in 
which the farmer takes no interest whatever. 
He wants to bet on horses actually before his 
eyes, not horses running in New Jersey or 
Tennessee. Therefore he does not object to 
the further provision imposing heavy penalties 
for selling pools otherwise than as allowea by 
the bill. 

But the gamblers’ bill permits selling for- 
eign pools for the reason that an enormous 
and profitable business is donein them on the 
tracks which the gamblers run and where 
they propose to give their ninety-day county 
fairs. That which suits and protects the 
farmers does not suit or protect them. 

These are the two bills, one of them a lie 
and a cheat gotten up tor the purpose of run- 
ning race tracks near Chicago and furnishing 
extensive gambling facilities to the people of 
that city—who have enough already. The 
other is designed to protect the harmless 
recreation of farmers and villagers. It is the 
plain duty of the Legislature to defeat the 
first. If it prefers to pass it then the title 
should be changed so as to make it read 4A 
bill for an act to promote gambling and to 

enrich some Chicago gamblers.” 


A CRANK’S “ FINANCIAL SCHOOL.” 

A Chicago mau has written a pamphiet on 
„gon,“ and tried to treat the money question 
on the plan of Bellamy’s Looking Back- 
ward.“ He makes believe to open a school, 
with a 16-year-old boy as the Solon who is to 
teach fiscal wisdom and ultimate truth to all 
his seniors and has the audacity to preface 
his work with a quotation from Matthew, 
in which Jesus is reported to have thanked 
his Father for having hidden certain things 
from the wise and prudent, and revealed 
them unto babes.”’ 

The pamphlet contains an illustration of 
all the gold in the world massed in a cube, 
but it would not stand where the author sup- 
posed it to be put, on the floor of the Chicago 
wheat pit; and if it would, the argument of 
size instead of intrinsic value is of no more 
force than the other claims of the extreme 
free silverites, All the silver money in the 
world would make a pile nearly as big as the 
whole Buard of Trade building, the weight 
being some twenty times that of the gold, and 
the specific gravity little more than half as 
much. But that amounts to nothing in sup- 
port of the contention that the pound of silver 
has an intrinsic value of one ounce of gold, 
avoirdupois weight, when in the bullion mar- 
kets of the world the ratio of value is 
nearly 34 to 1 for equal weights of 
gold and silver, so that it takes 34 ounces of 
silver to equal in real value the single ounce 
of gold. If mere bulk be considered why not 
take iron, of which about a quarter of a mill- 
ion cutic feet can be purchased with one 
cubic foot of gold at present prices. To carry 
out to the ultimate the reasoning: of the free 
silver school it would be a grand thing to pur- 
chase iron with all our gold, and then coin 
the iron into money to be circulated at par 
with silver, If the cheapest is the best, as 
they seem to think and preach, then we should 
prefer iron to silver for money, just as they 
argue for silver as against gold. There are 
untold billions of tons of iron ore near Lake 
Superior only waiting to be scooped up with a 
shovel, Why not use that, and gratify the 
wildest wishes of the Populists, as well as of 
the free silverites, at the same time? 

„Coin asserts that in the days of Jef- 
ferson Congress fixed the monetary unit to 
consist of 871K grains of pure silver with a 
stated quantity of alloy. It omits to state 
that about a dozen years later the tame Jef- 
ferson, as President of the United States, 
issued an order suspending the coinage of the 
silver dollar, which “Coin” claims is the 
„% monetary unit and that practically no 
silver dollars were coined by the United 
States during the next thirty 
would not do to admit that important fact.

Many years ago the 
United States adopted cert&in standards of 
measurement for weight and capacity. Now 
suppose that afterwards it had made the use 
of the metric system imperative, and as a 
consequence the people now were exclusively 
using the metric system in common with all 
the other commercial nations, while Mexico, 
China, and some others adhered to the system 
we had discarded. “Coin” might point to

people of a hundred years ago did in regard 
to measures of weight and capacity. It 
would not be worth while to change, even if 
some fellow like Coin were able to prove 
that the old was as good as the new which 
had dispiaced it, 

The folly of the Coin“ argument is ap- 
parent to any one who remembers that to | 
measure a wheat crop in bushels instead of | 
hectoliters, or the reverse, would not add a 
single unit to the weight of the flour that | 
could be made from the wheat or of the bread 
made from the flour. The farmer’s bin would 
hold just as many kernels of wheat whether 
ite size were measured in feet or meters, and 
the hogs or steers he took to market would 
press down just as heavily on the scales 
whether their weight was reckoned in pounds 
or kilograms. The idea that the prosperity 
of the people would be increased by debasing 
the unit of currency values is equally ridicu- 
lous as that of gain to the farmer by halving 
the capacity of the bushel or the number of 
ouncesin the pound, At best the change 
would entail a world of trouble to the people 
called upon to make it, with nota shade of 
compensation for that trouble. The only ad- 
vantage to be gained would be by the few 
rogues who managed to cheat the honest 
folks in making the change from one kind of 
measures to tne other, and that is just what 
the free silver rogues want to have the chance 
of doing. Their scheme amounts to this, 
and nothing more.”’ 


Tue English association for the protection 
of animals from vivisection has published a 
list of 267 pérsons who died of hydrophobia 
between Sept. 7, 1885, and Aug. 12, 1804, 
after having received the Pasteur treatment. 
Of these 205 were inoculated in Paris, 49 in 
Russia, 12 in Italy, and 1 in Rio de Janeiro. 
The terrible story is told asa most effective 
argument for the plea that the horrible tort- 
ures to which thousands of animals have been 
subjectec by Pasteur and his assistants are 
without beneficial! result to humanity. This, 
with other information bearing on the same 
subject, is circulated by the Illinois Anti- 
Vivisection Society (Aurora), with espe- 
cial reference to the proposed estab- 
lishment of a so-called Biological In- 
stitute in Chicago, The officers of 
the association fear that if such an institute 
be opened without the most stringent restric- 
tions the directors will sanction and encour- 
age Vivisection in some of its laboratorieg, 
They even may wink at the infliction of the 
most severe and prolonged tortures upon 
numerous animals, such as are the rule in the 
300 or 400 institutes of biology and physiol- 
ogy in Germany. France, Italy, and England. 
In no case has a line yet been drawn exciud- 
ing vivisection from biological research, and 
more often the seemingly inoffensive word is 
used with intent to cover physiological and 
pathological experimentation. The question 
is asked if the people of Chicago are pre- 
pared to welcome the establishment of one or 
more of these torture-dens in their city. It 
should seem the question ought to be 
answered in the negative, even if there were 
no adequate consideration for the rights of 
animals to be saved from the infliction of 
needless pain. The brutalizing influence of 
the exhibitions upon the students who witness 
them must be so great that the degradation 
hardly could be compensated for by any ad- 
dition to our stock of knowledge that could 
be gained from witnessing the torture.

UNITED STATES WILL NOT INTERFERE. 


Paris Newspiper Says It Has Nothing to 
Say About San Domingo. 

Paris, March 6.—The Matin today, com- 
menting upon the trouble between France 
and San Domingo, says: 

The American Government cannot interfere in 
the settlement of the difficulty between France 
and San Vomingo, and it bas not attempted to do 
so. The United States contented itself with the 
request that France should respect the interest 
of the American company which has a lien upon 
the customs receipts of San Domingo. France 
never had any intention of meddlimg in any way 
with the interests of this company, which pays a 
monthly sum of 450,000 francs ($90,000) to 
President Heureaux. France only asks that 5 or 
10 per cent of this amount be deducted monthly 
until the indemnity due to France is paid. 


MEXICANS GET EVEN WITH AMERICANS. 


Town of Juarez Takes Steps to Retaliate 
for the Free Zone Measure. 

Eu Paso, Tex., March 6.—The Mexican 
authorities at Juarez, in the state of Chihua- 
hua, have taken steps to retaliate on Ameri- 
cans for securing the passage of the free zone 
resolution by the late Congress, At a meeting 
last night the customs collector announced 


that he would, in its interest, see that the 


town refuse the courtesies he had extended to allen 


American residents at Juarez. These have 
been allowed to import from El Paso free of 
duty family necessaries, including provisions. 
This will be permitted nolonger. Efforts are 
being made to induce the Mexican Govern- 
ment to adopt a retaliatory policy.

Owners of buildings 
which must be removed to permit improve- 
ment of property can either tear them down 
and cart away the material piecemeal or they 
can apply the torch and make a bonfire of the 
structure.

The officials at the City Hall claim they are 
powerless to settle the trouble and that they 
are couforming to the city ordinances and 
the usual conditions under which such permits 
have always been granted. They assert that the 
house movers have acted badly in the matter 
and not used proper care to protect the in- 
terests of the public orto save trouble and 
expense for the street car companies. The 
house-movers say the City Hall officials have 
shown a tendency to favor the corporations in 
the frequent disputes in construing the ordi- 
nances in their favor. 

The history of the fight between the house- 
movers and street car people dates back to 
the starting of electric lines on the North 
Side. The first attempt to cuta trolley wire 
to permit the passing of a building was a 
signal for bitter oppositidh on the part of 
railroad officials. The city authorities were 
appealed to and the fight was the subject of 
several opinions submitted tothe Depart. 
ment of Streets by Corporation Counsel 
Palmer. .

EDWIN WALKER GIVEN A BIG FEE. 


Decree Is Entered in a Railroad Cass 
: lowing Him $127,000, 

J Gage Tuley decided yesterday that At- 
torney Edwin Walker was entitled to his big 
fee tn the litigation in regard to the Chicago, 
Daryilie and Vincennes railroad company. 
The ‘pourt ordered the entry of a decree allow- 
ing 2 Walker $127,000. of which $85,000 
is fa@pnd to be for legal services. Judge Tuley 
held that the fee was adequate for the services 
rendered by the railroad attorney, as the pro- 
ceedings lasted for a long time and repre. 
sented ten years of labor on the part of Mr. 
Walker, besides peing an extraordinary pro- 
ceeding. The d@visfon was rendered upon a 
creditor’s bill filed by a creditor of the road, 
who in 1885 obtained a judgment against it 
for $44,260. The bill contended that the 
foreclosure proceedings which ended in the 
road going over to the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois road were conducted in such a man- 
ner by Mr. Walker that the latter by obtain- 
ing $127,000 of bonds in the latter railroad 
had feceived an exorbitant fee. 


OPENING OF LAKE NAVIGATION. 


8 K. A. Shores Arrives fer a Grain 
Cargo- Low Rates to Buffalo, 

Navigation for the season of 1895 was 
opened yesterday by the arrival of the steamer 
E. A; Shores from Milwaukee. The Shores 
has been chartered to carry five cargoes of 
wheat from Chicago to Milwaukee, and left 
ast night with the first cargo, This is the 
earliest grain shipment from Chicago by 
lake on record. The rate to Milwaukee is 4% 
cent per bushel, Vesselmeh now expect the 
Straits of Mackinaw to open about April 5.

The controversy has been carried on for 
months in the Board of Trade, and the big- 
gest fights in its history have been over the 
elevator question. An effort was made last 
year to correct the abuses which have devel. 
oped under the present system of warehous- 
ing, but the elevator men came off victorious. 
The main plank in the platform on which 
President Baker was elected this year was 
the promised reform of the elevator methods, 


John Hill's Work. 


One of the most indefatigable workers in 
the interests of the grain receivers and reform 
on the Board of Trade is John Hill Jr. While 
all the members of the present administration 
have been eager to work the reforms outlined 
in President Baker’s speech on taking his 
office, not allof them have agreed on the 
course to pursue, and it has taken several 
weeks of work on the part of Mr. Hill to 
unite the forces on a specific and determined 
line of action. At the last meeting of the 
Board of Directors it was made so clear that 
the board had an immediate remedy against 
the elevator monopoly, under laws now in ex- 
istence, that the board determined to act. 
Director Hill introduced the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Warehouse committee of 
the Board of Directors be instructed to place 
before the Railway ana Warehouse C N 
of the State of Lilinois all the evidence which 
Board of Trade or any of the members or — 
+ ae may have in their possession relating to 

resent methods employed by the warehouse-

—— cancel and revoke the licenses of such 
warehousemen when either directly or indirectly 
found violating any provision of the Railway 
and Warehouse Commission law of this State, 
Work of the Committee. 


On the Warehouse committee are Messrs. 
Ross, Hill, and Kroescheil, but Mr. Kroes- 
chell is in Califoraia and Mr. Ross has dele- 
gated his power to Mr. Hill. There will be 
no cumbersome committees to consult with, 
and the work of presenting a case to the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission is in the 
hands of the man who has been mest inti- 
mately associated with the receivers in their 
efforts to have the elevator men live up to 
the law. 

Unless there is some slip in the arrange- 
ments, voluminous and definite information 
will de filed with the Railway and Warehouse 
Commission when it nieets in this city today. 
It will be remembered that a committee of 
the Board of Trade spent nearly four months 
in 1894 collecting evidence touching the 
whole elevator matter. Days were spent in 
hearing those who knew definitely how the 
elevator concerns were carrying on their busi- 
ness. Not all of that evidence ever came out, 
but it was all preserved and is in shape to be 
used. Oné of the directors who has specia! 
charge of the matter spent most of yesterday 
afternoon and a good part of the night get- 
ting the material into shape, and he made the 
statement that the elevator people wouldn’t 
have " hole left big enough [for a rat to crawl 
out of.’

Totzepo, O., March 8.— [Special. — Peter 
Peancy, husband of the woman who was 
found murdered at the back door leading to 
Dr. Eddmon’s office at Tontogany, was ar- 
rested this afternoon and taken to Bowling 
Green, charged with the murder of his wife. 
Peaney bought a revolver the day before the 
murder, and today the officers learned Mrs. 
Garrett of Toledo, who had attended the 
funeral, had left a revolver ata neighbor's 
house, whore it was found hid ina dra wer. 
It carried a 32-caliber ball, the same as that 
which killed Mrs. Peaney, and one chamber 
wasempty. Peaney was jealous of his wife, 
and is said to have followed her the night she 
left the house and to have killed her as she 
was leaving the doctor’s office, Mr. Eddmon 
is — Mayor of the town.

A search of the premises 
revealed nothing. The Chief and Sheriff then 
decided to — the house of the neighbor.

The officers took the weapon back to the 
Peaney home and confronted the woman with 
their discovery. She at once broke down and 
began to sob pitifully. Just thea the north. 
bound traia pulled into the depot. Hastily 
donning her hat and cloak she rushed to the 
train for Toledo and left the place, but not 
until she had practically admitted the weapon 
belonged to Peaney. ' 

Neighbors say they have frequently seen 
the revolver lymg on the mantel in Peaney’s 
house notwithstanding his declaration that he 
has not had one in hie house for years. 

Peaney was at once placed under arrest and 
taken to Bowling Green, where he was lodged 
in jail to await a preliminary bearing. He 
says little, but denies the charge.

In Reading 
from the Iliad a minstrel of the time stands 
repeating from the poem, while a youth re- 
cords his utterances on a tablet. The color 
scheme is roseate and the light so diffused as 
to be brilliant yet delicate in effect. The 
achievement of this portion of the decoration 
is the young scribe. The attitude, the strong, 
attentive face, and the finely rendered vitality 
of the figure are simply truth in art. 

The illustration of illuminating by medieval 
monks is unusual in color and peculiarly 
decorative. As light and shadow cannot suc- 
cessfully be used in decorative work warm 
and cold colot tones are substituted. In this 
work a reach df sky furnishes the cold tones, 
while the flowing garments of the monks are 
in a warm though delicate lemon color. The 
faces of the cloistered churchmen in this pict- 
ure are thoroughly typical. Especially is 
this true of the one who is standing and evi- 
dently passing judgment on the work. 

There were between sixty and seventy peo- 
ple present to view this portion of a piece of 
mural decoration, more important than any 
yet done by a Chicago artist, and listen to an 
attractive musical program—es a souvenir of 
the occasion was a program designed by Mr.

FOR THE EDUOATION OF THE DEAF. 


Interesting Address Is Delivered by Prof 


Alexander Graham Bell. 

Prof. Aletander Graham Bell adressed the 
Board of Education and about 100 guests of 
the board interested in the education of the 
deaf yesterday afternoon at the board rooms. 
In opening his talk Prof. Bell said he had dis- 
covered the telephone while endeavoring to 
perfect an apparatus for hearing by the deaf. 
„A child never talks unless it hears,” said 
the professor, and if a child is born dumb 
or loses ite hearing in early childhood it will 
never talk, for the reason that it has never 
heard language. Schools for the deaf are of 
very recent origin and it was only in the lat- 
ter part of the last century that permanent 
schools wese established in Europe. The 
first school for the deaf was started in 
America in 1803 in Boston. At present Ili- 
nois has the largest school of the kind in 
the world. In these institutions the 
pupils communicate entirely by gesture 
and when with speaking persons they find 
themselves unable to make themselves under- 
stood or to themselves understand. They also 
by their constant association with each other 
form a class of society and marry without re- 
gard to the laws of heredity. This is a la- 
mentable fact. The born deaf are increasing 
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proposed by the Hon. Harvey B. Hurd at the 
request of the Civic Federation and intro- 
duced in the House last week by Representa- 
tive H. M. Gibson. Copies of this bill have
